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EDITORIALS 


NEW OFFICERS

In this case the Fifth Biennial Competi- 
tion for Awards in Architecture and the 
resultant excitement that follows is eclips- 
ing the installation of newly elected 
Chapter Officers. It is even more regret- 
table that the Installation Banquet and 
the Awards Banquet have been merged 
into a single event, for the main interest 
of the evening is naturally directed tow- 
ard seeing the premiated entries and 
receiving awards. However, our officers 
know that the slight is not intended, for 
we previously agreed that Fall seemed 
a better time for the Competition than 
Spring and were aware of the resultant 
conflict of interest. And so, before pro- 
ceeding to the competition report, PVA 
would like to congratulate our newly 
elected officers and express our apprecia- 
tion to the retiring president for his ef- 
forts in our behalf. It is consoling to 
know that when the glitter of the Biennial 
is past, we will continue to reap the bene- 
fits of the services of such capable men. 


THE COMPETITION 


The Fifth Biennial Competition for 
Awards in Architecture held judgement 
on November 11, 1064. Statistically, 
there were sixty-two entries made by a 
total of twenty-four firms, eleven of 
which were Potomac Valley Chapter 
members, the remainder representing the 
Washington Metropolitan Chapter. Con- 
sidering that we have fifty-two firms 
represented in our membership, chapter 
response was not as gratifying as it might 
have been and we hope for greater parti- 
cipation in the Sixth. We would like to 
see participation increase in ratio to the 
continued growth in stature of the event, 
for the entries reflected an appreciation of 
the caliber of our Biennial by many dis- 
tinguished firms. 

That only one-third of the Awards 
made went to Chapter members, should 
serve as a stimulus in the future for 
greater participation rather than a dis- 
couragement. 

As editor of the PVA, my presence at 
the competition was tolerated for report- 
ing purposes only, and for me it was 
enlightening and instructive to watch 
the judges at work. I profited tremendous- 
ly by the experience and feel wiser for it. 
There is a fine art to competing and if 
mastered can be extremely beneficial for 
the Architect from the very beginning of 
a project through photography and com- 
petition presentation. In the January is- 
sue, I shall go into the subject in detail 
and perhaps after reading mu article, 
many of you will be able to understand 
why so many very fine entries were un- 
premiated.

The jury singled out the four First 
Award winners for a detailed report 
and decided in favor of a blanket re- 
port for those receiving Awards of 
Merit, since they conscientiously had 
spent long hours and fatigued them- 
selves in pursuit of their gigantic task. 
They further found three other pro- 
jects not premiated worthy of a eriti- 
cal comment which might give an 
indication of their thoroughness. 


FIRST AWARDS 
RESIDENCE FOR MR. AND MRS. 
ALLEN Y. NAFTALIN 
HUGH NEWELL JACOBSON— 
ARCHITECT 

The jury found this to be the most 
consistent of all the designs submitted 
expressing a very personal and elegant 
approach. Though somewhat formal, 
it is softened by a romantic entry walk 
and an off-center placement of the 
skylight. They were critical of the 
retaining wall det tailing as being some- 
what destructive to the form and ques- 
tioned the appropriateness of the stair 
as viewed from the living room. 


RESIDENCE FOR MR. AND MRS. 
JOHN LANDRETH 
HAROLD LIONEL ESTEN— 
ARCHITECT 

The jury was enthusiastic over the 
siting of this house and the fact 
that the generally rolling terrain is 
reflected in its form and well handled 
roof planes. That the house is so suc- 
cessful in the absence of proximate 
trees is a credit to the Architect. Minor 
points of criticism were certain aspects 
of plan flow and the conspicuousness 
of the kitchen ventilator. 


1717 MASSACHUSETTS AVENUE 
RESEARCH CENTER 
COOPER AND AUERBACH— 
ARCHITECTS 

The jury praised its simplicity and 
honesty of expression commending the 
Architects attention to detail. They 
found the plan subtly delineated and 
praised the mergence of the building 
with its surroundings. They appre- 
ciated the problematic site and the 
success with which the Architects 
faced all problems and felt that the 
building will wear extremely well. 


OFFICE BUILDING FOR 
NATIONAL SAND & GRAVEL 
ASSOCIATION AND NATIONAL 
READY MIXED CONCRETE 
ASSOCIATION 
JOHN HENRY SULLIVAN— 
ARCHITECT 

The jury found this design consis- 
tent throughout, praising the careful 
detailing of interior as well as exterior. 
They commented on the attractiveness 
of the lobby, its relationship to the 
exterior and found the interior spaces, 
in general, well handled. Though they 
thought design somewhat pretentious, 
nevertheless they found it consistent 
in material and quality which digni- 
fied it in a simple manner and crested 
a bold corporate expression. From a 
distance, the form is the expression 
and on approach more detailed form 
comes to attention — total foresighted 
architecture. They felt that the Cor- 
porations should be commended for 
their foresightedness. 


AWARD OF MERIT 

The jury found the entries receiv- 
ing an Award of Merit consistent, 
reflecting some of the merits of the 
First Awards while not quite up to 
their standards. Capsule comments 
are as follows: 


WHEATON YOUTH CENTER 
KEYES, LETHBRIDGE & CONDON 
—ARCHITECTS 

Jury found the building to have a 
nice quality and well executed, but 
found it weak in plan and possibly 
overdesigned. 


CARDEROCK SPRINGS 
KEYES, LETHBRIDGE & CONDON 
—ARCHITECTS 

While praising the community lay- 
out and its use of terrain, they found 
some of the designs over busy. They 
were unanimous in praise of the club 
house and felt that it should be singled 
out for its excellence in their comment. 


APARTMENTS FOR L. G. 
MELTZER DEVELOPMENT CORP. 
COHEN, HAFT & ASSOC.— 
ARCHITECTS 

Though not finally singled out, dur- 
ing judgement the buildings were 
praised for their proportions and the 
ease with which the wings joined the 
main body. 
HOLY CROSS HOSPITAL 
FAULKNER, KINGSBURY & 
STENHOUSE—ARCHITECTS 

The jury unamiously felt this build- 
ing a vast improvement in the design 
of hospitals.

The jury praised the detailing and 
execution, but found the design some- 
what lacking in overall form. They 
wished that an interior photograph 
had been provided to justify the fold- 
ed plate roof and further explain the 
overall form to them. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 

The jury felt that Architects in 
general do not take into consideration 
the total environment and buildings 
surrounding their efforts and, if they 
do, it is not properly expressed in their 


photographie presentation. — Inade- 
quacy of presentation in general 
hindered many entries from being 


better understood and left them vul- 
nerable to misinte rpretation. 

A general observation by the jury 
was the inability to handle 
repetitive elements particularly ap- 
parent in multi-story entries.
